Msgr. Laveille, according his own testimony, was 
member the same pilgrimage which the Martins 
made Rome, that fateful journey made Thérése 
order beg His Holiness, Leo XIII, for permission 
enter Carmel.

The Collected Letters 
(Combes) and Beevers, The Storm Glory give us, 
not new insights the saint, but deeper and further 
understanding her way sanctity. 


But this reprinting her biography decidedly 
order. reminds again the simplicity, the faith 
and the confidence which are the basic elements all 
sanctity. Nothing can show Thérése precisely her 
autobiography does. But this book Msgr. Laveille 
best shows how those who knew her and loved her 
found her be. The book easy read and delight- 
ful ponder.
